Thanksgiving 


rqN the United States, Thanksgiving 
4 is an annual festival for the public 

acknowledgment of the mercies 
of the closing year. It is practically a 
National harvest festival, appointed by 
the President and the Governors of 
the States, and it ranks as a legal holi- 
day. 

The custom of observing this day 
originated in 1621, when Governor 
Bradford of the Plymouth Colony ar- 
ranged a time for public praise and 
prayer after the first harvest. Grad- 
ually this practice spread throughout 
the New England colonies, and it has 
come down to us through them. 


Congress recommended days of 
thanksgiving annually, during the 
Revolution, and in 1784 for the return 
of peace to the suffering nations. The 
first National observance of the day 
was on Thursday, November 26, 1789, 
when Washington suggested a day of 
“public thanksgiving and prayer to be 
observed by acknowledging with 
grateful hearts the many favors of Al- 
mighty God.” ‘This proclamation ex- 
horted the people to “beseech Him to 
pardon our national and other trans- 
gressions, to promote the knowledge 
and practice of true religion and vir- 
tue, and to grant unto all mankind 
such a degree of temporal prosperity 
as He alone knows best.” 


In 1863, President Lincoln made his 
first proclamation naming the last 
hy FON, 7 
Thurday of November as a day of Na- 
tional observance. Since then there has 
been no change, the last Thursday in 
November being named in each year’s 
proclamation. 


Thanksgiving then is not merely a 
holiday; but aaday of special prayer 
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and praise to Him, Who has so grac- 


. 
iously supplied all of our needs, Even 


in this period of so-called depression, 
we should be more than thankful for 
the material resources we have been 
able to retain; for we must remember 
there is always someone who is in a 
more serious predicament than we. 
God has hestowed many special graces 
upon our land. Our natural resources, 
our government, and our freedom in 
religion and speech all are just reasons 
for great “thanks” to the Giver.

This old American custom 
now observed in all states emphasizes 
the duty of all men to give thanks to 
God; it stresses, moreover, the truth 
which is often forgotten, that nations 
and peoples as well as individuals are 
bound to honor Almighty God and to 
show Him their gratitude. In this day 
of rampant atheism and religious scof- 
fing it is encouraging to know that our 
country continues to invoke God. 


Let us welcome this opportunity 
when in common with all our fellow- 
men we can return thanks to Him 
Who has given us so much. Some say 
bitterly there is little to be thankful 
for in this time of depression. It is 
true that there is much public distress, 
but that is not the only truth. There 
are many other things that are un- 
questionably blessings from the hand 
of God. Indeed, Prosperity is not al- 
ways a blessing. Though God may 
seem hard in permitting economic dis- 
tress caused by human agencies to run 
its course, in reality we know that He 
is only kind. If His liberality gives, 
His love can take away. 

Tor the love that Iets us live, that 
guides us through life, that shields us 
from harm, and that leads us nearer 
to Him let us give thanks, and beg 
that blessings of Almighty God may 
come down upon our nation and its 
people and abide with them forever.

Mr. Chamber's drawings reawaken all He 
fascination which we felt as ciuloren in om 
pictures in a story book, watan mane 
story interesting or dull insofar ee i ey 
pleased us. The rich colors and varia ie 
of light and shade attract the eye. ; % 
character portrayal is modernized so tha’ 
in Quentin or in Isabella one sees the typ- 
ical college youth, and a girl who would 
fit into any modern situation, underneath 
the gleaming armor and the flowing robes. 

In painting his characters thus Mr. Cham- 
bers departed from the old tradition. The 
usual illustrations in books dealing with the 
long ago tend toward the presentation of 
such queer-looking creatures that one is at 
once conscious of the gap of the centuries 
between. The ideals and thoughts of such 
curious-looking people, one surmises, must 
surely be very different from any that we 
are able to imagine. ... it is as though they 
were of a different race, 


But we feel a common humanity with the 
characters which Mr. Chambers paints,— 
they resemble people whom we know, and 
we feel that we should perhaps act as they 
did if we found ourselves suddenly sur- 
rounded by the panoplies and splendors of 
that romantic era, 

The one exception to this method is found 
in the title page. An almost colossal figure 
clothed in a suit of armor done in somber 
colors seems to breathe the fire and life of 
the stalwart feudal lord. The background of 
green is worked into a scroll-like design 
which heightens the Medieval atmosphere. 
The very position of the dagger which is 
clasped in one hand, and the posture of the 
entire figure adds the suggestion of great 
vitality. Here is an over-lord fit to rule his 
people by sheer force of personality, and if 
that fails his strength and his arms will 
never fail, 


Three of the scenes the artist depicts are 
painted against a background of forest 
green. The drapery is simple and graceful. 
The ancient trees stand staunch and true, 
untouched by the drama taking place before 
them. Knights in armor ride by, and a 
youth in a woolen jerkin dares to oppose 
two villains whose savagery and powerful 
forms contrast with the youth's slight 
though lithe and beautifully proportioned 
figure. 


The artist’s rich color harmonies: crim- 
son and gold and purple; misty blue-green 
contrasted with the glare of golden light; 
dim backgrounds done in tones of brown; 
the vivid beauty of it all is a thing to won- 
der over and muse upon, 


Characteristically he has drawn very na- 
tural figures which are at the same time 
ideal. Action portrayed, the spirit and fire 
of the persons in the drama which Mr. 
Chambers has caught, and as it were, crys- 
tallized, add to the charm of the story. The 
Pictures cast a glamour over the book which 
acts as a mute invitation to peruse its 
pages,
